Applicant's arguments filed on 01/21/04 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

Applicant argues on page 10 lines 1-3 of the amendment B "Figure 2 and the above text cited by the office do not disclose or suggest a 
display device for displaying said selected image... at its selected, large format dimensions." Applicant further argues, "Salgado's 
discloser, shown in Fig. 1, teaches that the user interface 14 is small and control-panel like/' and "Salgado simply does not disclose or 
suggest displaying an image at any appreciable size. Thus, in this text and figure, Salgado discloses a user interface that is too small 
and not usable as a display device for displaying said selected image ... at its selected, large format dimensions." 

Salgado disclose in col. 3 lines 37-38, "Ul 14 may also display electronic document on a display screen (not shown in Fig. 1)..." 
Therefore a display screen disclosed by Salgado could be a display for displaying images at their selected, large format dimensions. 
In addition Salgado disclose a display enable to show electronic documents on a screen (col. 3 lines 54-57). Salgado states in col. 3 
lines 54-57 "Digitized electronic documents may be created, trapped, modified, stored and /or otherwise processed by PC 5 prior to 
transmission/relay to IPS 12 for printing on printer 18. The display of PC 5 may show electronic documents on a screen." 
Modification of an electronic document can include selection of dimensions. 
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
